Gentlemen, 


Came in a very mean Condition to a 
{mall Garrifon in Their Majefties Do- 
minions, where | became a Servant to 
the Lieutenant, who was a Houlekeeper, and a Per- 
fon of good Influence and Power inthat Place. Af- 
ter fometimes Continuance in this Service, ( by my 
Mafters Encouragement and Confent ) 1 Married my 
Fellow Servant, but the Ceremony was perform’d, tho 
by a Minifter, yet very indecently, not in the Church, 
but in a mean Room in my Mafters Houfe. Be- 
ing thus Married, I found my Wife with Child, and 
underftood it to be by my Matter, which however, 
for his Honour, and my own Reputation, I conceald 
and own’d the Child, and liv’d with the Woman at 
Jeaft 7 or 8 Years, in which time I had 3 Children by 
her, who I know are my own, neither after my Mar- 
riage was the Woman ever falfe either to my Bed or In- 
tereft, but very Loving, Obfequious and Induftrious: 
My Matter in order to make me amends for taking 
fuch crack’d Ware off of his Hands, helpt me into tome 
Pofts of good Advantage to me, whereby I was ena- 
bled to live handfomely, and fav'd Money: But my 
Mafter dying about 2 Year ago, I fell deeply in Love 
with a Mans Daueliter of the Place, who ! do ac- 
knowledge has had a bafe Child betore I became ac- 
quainted with her, but fhe is now very conitanc to 
me, and loves me (1 believe) with much Ardency 
and Sincerity; «ith this Woman I keep Company, 
and have laid ny Jelf under the Sacred Obligation of 
a folemn Oath, to be true and conftant to her, as fhe 
has likewife reciprocally done to me: Yet however, 
thd I have relinquifht my former Wife, I refolve ( if 
iwy Ability continues ) to maintain her and her Chil- 
dren, and accordingly do fo. Now finceI am centur’d 
for thefe my Adtions by fome People, I defire your 
Antwer to chefe following Queftions :

Qu. 1. Whether my Marriage was lawfully good as to 
the Ceremony part o} it, fince it was diforderly and inde- 
cently performed in my Majfters Houfe, and without Banes, 
tr previous licenfe ? 

Queft. 2. Whether it was lawful as to the real part of it, 
fince I found the Woman that was joye’d to me with Child 
by another Man, which Chrijt himfelf bas thought Caufe enough 
for a Divorce ? 

Queft, 3. Whether on this Impediment, ( notwithftand- 
ing my continuance with this Woman for 7 or 8 Years, and 
having Children by her) I may not juftly leave her, and 
marry another. 

Queft. 4. Whether according to the Law of Confcience, 
( matters of Divorce being [o tedious and chargeable ( not to 
{ty worfe) that I am not able to proceed inthe dilatory way 
of Drs. Commons ) I may not live with this Woman ( as 
my real Wife in the fight of God ) with whom keep Com- 
pany ? 

Queft. 5. Whether if in your Fudement I do live in a 
finfui kate with this Woman, my Oat! will not be Charg’d 
upon me, if I fhould endeavour to break off with her ? 

Queft. 6. If it be a Sin, U beg you to deal honefily by 
me, in laying before me plainly and effectually rhe Con{equen- 
ces of it ? 

Gentlemen, I hive been as jujk on all fides in fating 
my Cafe as pofftbly Ucould with brevity. I defire your {pee- 
dy An(wer, being your,&c. 

_ Anfw.1. In thisCafe che Law ( and with great Rea- 
tons tor it) fays, Thar it ought not to be done, but when 


it is done, it is of force. We want not Inftances, and 
fome of no mean Perions, that have been Married by 
their Coachman, Servants, nay Friends, ¢c. that have 
contrary to their Expeétation oblig’d themfelves in toe 
near and ftriéta tye to get clear again ; ’tisindeed un- 
handfome, and contrary to the Advice and Cuftom of 
the Church to Marry fecretly, buc the maaner of it 
being Political, the Law takes Cognizance of it; but 
as for the Matter of Fact when once done, God Al. 
mighty who is invoked as a Witnefs, and who him- 
felt was the firft Inftitutor of this Sacred Union, is as 
certain a Witnefs when done fecretly, and fomething 
irregularly, as if all the World ftood by, and were 
conlulted in the form and manner of it; therefore 
there’s no doubt but the Marriage is valid, and will 
be fo efteem’d when the great Witne[s of it decides it 
at the Day of Judgment, if it be put off till then. 

Anfw. 2. Tis true, Whoredom and Adultery do ipfo 
facto, diffolve the Marriage Knot, becaufe thereby the 
Union, or Onenefs of Man and Wife is broken, and a 
third, fourth, fifth, @c. Perfon affum’d into the Alli- 
ance ; andtherefore our Saviour, who pafs’d by all o- 
ther little pretences of Divorce, which the hard-heart- 
ed Jews were permitted under the Mofaick Inftiution, 
does yet retain this as a fufficient Caufe. But Adul- 
tery being a breach of a Marriage Contract, does pre- 
fuppofe a Contract, for there cah be no breach of 
what is not ; therefore this is not your Cafe, by your 
own Confeflion fhe has been a good Wife to you, true 
to your Bed and Intereft. fince fhe was yours, therefore 
from the Nature and State ofthe firft Anfwer, fhe be- 
ing your lawful Wife before God, and in the Eye of 
the Law, is not by any pofterior act of hers become 
otherwile. "Tis true indeed, you were unhandfomely 
dealt with at firft, and the Trick that was put upon 
you, was owing to your own Indifcretion and Folly, 
that could not fee through the Difguife and Preten- 
ces: But your Wife has made you amends by a Vertu- 
ous and good Carriage, whereas if you had Marry’d 
another, that had come without a ftain or blemifh tn- 
to your Arms, fhe perhaps might have dealt worle by 
you afterwards: So that as the World goes, We think 
you happier in a Wite than you are aware of, for how 
much think you wou'd you mead your Choice, by ta- 
king one that has been a Whore ( by your own Confef- 
fion) and either is intentionally or actually fo now, in- 
ftead of one that was fo, and is now reclaim’d, and be- 
come Vertuous. 

Anjw. 3. The Negative of this Queftion is proved 
by the two preceding An{wers, 

Anjw. 4. No, by no means, as you will anfwer it 
at the Day of Judgment ; and fince you pretend to deal 
plainly with us, and to want our Advice, remember, 
that we have told you, that it will be Adultery in you, 
for Whoremonzers and Adulterers God will judge: Do not 
deceive your telf, you can’t proceed in fuch Refolutions, 
and be faved. | 

An{w.5. You have an Anfwer to this in the laft, 
but what can you promife your felf, will any Brutal 
Enjoyments, or blinded Paffions, of which you will 
one day have another Eftimate, countervail the lofs of 
your Reputation, the Wounds of your Confcience, the 
Injury you do your lawful Wife, and the unhappy ex- 
pectations you will carry about of juft Retributions 
hereafter : Certainly you have quitted your pretenfians 
to Reafonand Relision, if you can any longer hefitate 
what you ought to do. 

An{w. 6. We have dealt by you as you defir’d, and 
do further Declare, that whatever Vows you have made 
to this fecond Womanare void, fince you have no more 
power to do it, than to difpote of your Neighbours

Yueft. 7. Pray, Gentlemen, What is the Reafon of the 
Cobcfion of tuo well Pclifht pieves of Glafs or Marble. 

An{w. We Antwer, ‘cis the Prefflure of the Atmo- 
{phere, which pretling hard upon the Obverted Planes 
ot the Gials or Marble, and there being no Air be- 
tween to refit the External Preffure, there muft ne- 
ceflavily fol.ow a Cohefion, which Cohefion is fo ftrong, 
as has been Experimented in two Circular Pieces ot 
black Marble, not taree Inches Diameter, that a Weight 
of %o Pounds taftened to the under Marble was but 
fufficient to feparate them. That it isthe Preflure of 
the Armofphere will be demonttrable, if you confider 
the Experiment made by Mr. Boyl, who placed a couple 
of well Polifht Marbles with a Pound Weight hanging 
at the undermoft of them into a Receiver, and when 


they were fufpended at the Cap of it, and the Air 
dawn out, the Marbles fell afunder, there being no 
Air to Prefs upon them as afore. 


Quelt. 8. Waar Reafons can you give me %0 prove tie 
Circulation of the Blood ? 

Anim. Vis evident that there is a Circulation from 
hence, there being a continual reciprocation of the Pulte, 
and by confequence a conftant expulfion of Blood trom 
the Heart into the Arteries, and as conftant an Influx 
into it out of the Cava, and feeing the Cava from whence 
the Supply is never drawn dry, nor on the other 
Hand the Arteries never unduly fwell’d by their conti- 
nual Reception of the Blood trom the Heart, it ne- 
Cellarily follows that this Motion proceeds Circularly, 
viz. That the Blood is conftantly driven trom the Heart 
into the Arteries, out of thefe into Parts to be nourith- 
ed, from whence it ts relorbed by the Capillary Veins, 


which conduét «+ back ti). rough tne larger mito the Ca- 
va, and fe tothe Heart again. It may be tnvincibly 


proved trom thele Reilo. s. 
1. From the great quantity of Blood that 1s driven 
ofene Heart into the Arteries at every Pulle; for 
‘he Ancients that knew not this Circulation, ima- 
gina cat only a Drop or two were expell’d by every 
Syftole, (which they were neceflitated to iuppole, to 
avoid the great Diftenfion the Arteries mult be ly- 
able to, if any confiderable quantity iffued into them, 
yet it is demonftrable that there muft neecs an Ounce 
or more be driven in them each time; ( for granting 
that there is ro other way for any Liquor co pals from 
the Stonach to the Kidneys but through the Heart, 
along with the Blood ) feeing if a Man drink three Pints 
of Drink, it will pals through him in half an Hour, 
yea more of Tunbridge Water in that {pace. And feeing 
Secondly, that there is commonly as much Blood as Se- 
rum, that flows to the Kidneys, (the Blood returning back 
by the Emulgent Veins ) it is clear that by the two Emul- 
gents ( which are none of the largeft Arteries ) there 
muft pafs in halfan Hours time, fix Pounds of Liquor, 
al! which muft come from the Heart, and how much 
more then may we conceive to be driven through al; 
the other Arteries that run through the whole Body. 
>. Our fecond Argument to prove it may be taken 
from the Valves in the Veins, which are fo fram’d that 
Blood may freely flow through them out of the lefler 
Veins into the greater, ( atid io into the Vena Cava ) 
but on the contrary will not pais from the greater in- 
to the lefs ; for if one blow into the Cava through a 
Pipe, there will no Wind pals into the {maller Veins, 
but on the contrary the leffer Veins are blown, the Air 
immediately has admittance into the larger, and fo in- 
to the Cava. 
~. Laftly, ‘tis clear from the Ligature in Blood-lete- 
ine. for whether you Lett Blood in the Arm oi Foot, 
the Fillet is always tyed above the intended Orifice, and 
then the Vein below the Ligature wil! prefently grow 
cumid, but above it will almoft difappear, which mutt 
necds be from hence that the Blood beiag driven along 
the Arteries towards the Extream Parts, returns trom 
thence by the Veins, and afcends upwards, which com- 
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ing to the Ligature finds its paflage ftopt, and fo fwells 
the Vein below the Ligature, and {pure out as foon as 
the Orifice is made; but when the Fillet is loofed again 
the Blood regains its wonted Channel, ‘
